OPTIMISTIC PICTURE OF than in Toles Gen. Sir William Douthie Morgan, director of guided 
BRITISH DEFENSE FUTURE missile research in England, told an OPC audience at the Hotel 


Warwick this week that more than four British divisions will be in 
Service in Germany by this fall. Former Chairman of the British Joint Staff Mission in the 
U.S., General Morgan explained that already 9 percent of England's manpower potential is 
committed to military service, with 809,000 men under arms and 900,000 expected to be in uni— 
form within a year. Ten active divisisons, General Morgan said, will then be available.
